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Oil subsidies defy 
G20 pact: Study 


O Cost of support for industry expected to double 
by 2020: Report O Canada has agreed to end subsidies

An independent analysis 
says Canadian govern¬ 
ments are subsidizing the 
oil patch to the tune of 
about $2.8 billion a year, 
despite a G20 agreement to 
pare back such support. 

The Winnipeg-based In¬ 
ternational Institute for 
Sustainable Development 
has been adding up the fos¬ 
sil-fuel subsidies of major 
countries around the 
world. 

In its in-depth study of 
Canadian supports for oil 
production, the institute 
concludes the federal gov¬ 
ernment was responsible 
for handing over produc¬ 
tion subsidies worth $1.4 
billion in 2008 — about 
half the total value of gov¬ 
ernment relief. 

The Alberta govern¬ 
ment’s production subsi¬ 
dies were worth $1.1 
billion, while 

Saskatchewan helped with 
$327 million, and New¬ 
foundland and Labrador 
gave $83 million worth of 
relief. 

The report says the fiscal 
cost of the subsidies is ex¬ 
pected to double by 2020, 
causing a two per cent in¬ 
crease in Canada’s green¬ 
house-gas emissions. 

At the same time, Cana¬ 
da has committed at the 
G20 to getting rid of fossil- 


fuel subsidies, since they 
distort markets and cause 
wasteful consumption of 
energy. 

It’s one of the few com¬ 
mitments the G20 has 
made to tackle climate 


change. 

The topic will surface 
again next week when 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper attends the G20 
summit in Seoul.

An unprecedented

Avid foodie Nathan Fong 
got the shock of his life 
when he was diagnosed 
recently with adult-onset 
Type 2 diabetes. 

The Vancouver-based 
food and props stylist for 
culinary print and film 
advertising had been feel¬ 
ing uncharacteristically 
lethargic so he went to 
his physician. 

“1 live a healthy 
lifestyle and exercise reg¬ 
ularly,” says the trim 
Fong. And he is a busy 
man. 

He is regularly featured 
on CBC Radio, has a week¬ 
ly television show. Satur¬ 
day Chef, airing on Global 
BCTV, writes a regular 
newspaper column on 


food and contributes culi¬ 
nary articles to various in¬ 
ternational magazines. 

“But growing up in an 
Asian family, we are very 
susceptible to Type 2 dia¬ 
betes because of all the 
rice and noodles we eat.” 

Those foods are high in 
carbohydrates, which con¬ 


vert to sugar in the body, 
and consuming too much 
can lead some people to 
develop the disease. 

“I used to be a three- 
bo wl-of-rice person at 
mealtime,” Fong says, “be¬ 
cause I thought rice 
would make me healthy 
and strong."

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Several other ethnic 
groups are also prone to 
Type 2 diabetes, he says. 

“Latinos and Hispanics 
are really susceptible be¬ 
cause their diet, like com 
tamales and tortillas, are 
all high-carb and east In¬ 
dians and Aboriginals are 
so inclined.” 

Canadians need to find 
out if they are at risk of 
developing adult onset 
Type 2 diabetes and 
change their eating 
habits, or he predicts 
there will be many more 
than the two million who 
already have the condi¬ 
tion. 

Diabetes occurs when 
the pancreas is unable to 
produce enough insulin 
or when the body doesn’t 
use the insulin effectively.

To mark Diabetes Aware¬ 
ness Month, here are two 
breakfast recipes that 
would suit the meal 
plans of people with 
Type 2 diabetes, as well 
as anyone who wants to 
eat well. 

Baked Eggs With 

Prosciutto 

Preparation: 

1 Preheat oven to 190 C 
(375 F). Spray 4 
ramekins with cook¬ 
ing spray. 

2 For each serving, di¬ 
vide asparagus and 
prosciutto among 
ramekins, crack in 2 
eggs, drizzle each 
with 30 to 45 ml (2 to 
3 tbsp) cream and 
season gently with 
salt and pepper. 

3 Bake for about 6 min¬ 
utes or until whites of 
eggs are set and yolks 
are still loose. Sprin¬ 
kle top of eggs with 
breadcrumbs. Makes 
4 servings. 

Citrus Ricotta Pancakes 

Preparation: 

I ln a large bowl, mix 
together egg yolks, ri¬ 
cotta, cottage cheese, 
lemon and orange 
juices, zest and mango 
until just combined. In 
a separate bowl, mix 
together flour and 
honey and stir into ri¬ 
cotta mixture. 

2 In another bowl, beat 
egg whites until stiff 
and carefully fold a

Baked Eggs With 
Prosciutto 

• 4 medium stalks aspara¬ 
gus, blanched and cut into 
1-cm (1/2-inch) pieces 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) prosciut¬ 
to, sliced 3 mm (1/8 inch) 
thick and cut into 5-mm 
(1/4-inch) dice 

• 8 large eggs 

• 120 to 180 ml (8 to 12 tb¬ 
sp) 2 per cent evaporated 
milk 

• Sea salt and freshly 
ground pepper, to taste 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) toasted 
whole-wheat breadcrumbs 

Citrus Ricotta Pancakes 

• 4 large eggs, separated 

• 250 ml (1 cup) part-skim 
ricotta cheese 

• 75 ml (1/3 cup) cottage 
cheese 

• 1 lemon, juiced and zest¬ 
ed 

• 1/2 orange, juiced and 
zested 

• 1 large firm mango, 
peeled, seeded and cut in¬ 
to 1-cm (1/2-inch) dice 

• 150 ml (2/3 cup) whole¬ 
wheat flour 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) honey 


quarter into batter, 
then fold in 
remaining whites.

O Training is key to prevention and treatment

“You could save a life.” 

The simple catchphrase 
for cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation (CPR) has been in¬ 
grained in our heads since 
childhood. But how many 
of us actually know how to 
perform the procedure? In 
an emergency, could you 
save a life? 

Canadian Red Cross In¬ 
structor Nick Rondinelli 
says answering that ques¬ 
tion is the goal behind No¬ 
vember’s official 

designation as CPR Aware¬ 
ness Month 

Rondinelli, who is also 
director of Heart To Heart 
First Aid CPR Services, says 
CPR accreditation often pro¬ 
vides another equally im¬ 
portant function. 

“CPR training isn't just 


about saving people. It fo¬ 
cuses on prevention, recov¬ 
ery and minimizing more 
problems,” he says. 

Rondinelli was inspired 
to learn and teach CPR after 
witnessing a friend die from 
a lack of resuscitation. He 
gained his certification in 
1993 and opened Heart to 
Heart a decade later. Recent¬ 
ly it was expanded to facili¬ 
tate greater in-house 
training and gained ap¬ 
proval by Workers Safety In¬ 
surance Board (WSIB) as an 
independent certification 
locale for businesses. 

He feels passionate about 
extolling the importance of 
proper training. 

“There are a number of 
courses covering specific as¬ 
pects,” he said. 

Introductory CPR Level A 
includes five hours of train¬ 
ing in life-threatening, 
adult-only situations such

as choking and stroke. The 
CPR Level C requiress seven 
hours training with infant, 
child and adult situations. 

Emergency First Aid/CPR 
Level C entails eight hours 
of emergency training in 
bleeding, anaphylaxis and 
asthma. A two-day Standard 
First Aid/CPR Level C 
course, which looks at head 
injury, spinal and bums, of¬ 
fers greater coverage. 

For newcomers, 

Rondinelli suggests the lat¬ 
ter, as it addresses many po¬ 
tential crises. Courses are 
available at a number of au¬ 
thorized facilities with 
prices ranging from $55 to 
$100 per employee, depend¬ 
ing on the course. 

“Patrons receive a stu¬ 




dent manual, three-year 
certification and AED (Auto¬ 
matic External Defibrilla¬ 
tion) training,” he notes, 
adding that the three-year 
cap ensures return students 
learn CPR advancements as 
introduced eveiy five years. 

Most workplaces are re¬ 
quired to have a designated 
number of First Aid and 
CPR-trained staff on-hand. 

Earlier this year, the 


American Heart Associa¬ 
tion updated its CPR guide¬ 
lines, including a call for 
more chest compressions 
and less excessively venti¬ 
lating. 

“So many people have 
told me about friends, fami¬ 
ly or colleagues who had 
medical emergencies but 
since they didn't know how 
to recognize life-threaten¬ 
ing symptoms or how to ad¬ 


dress them, it caused loss of 
life,” Rondinelli says. 
“Every one was preventable 
with a few hours of basic 
CPR training.”

O Kids encouraged to take a stand during Bullying 
Awareness Week O Peers have the power to stop it 


November 15-21 marks 
Family Channel's eighth 
annual Bullying Aware¬ 
ness Week and the net¬ 
work, along with their 
partner organization, PRE- 
VNet, a national network 
committed to ending bul¬ 
lying and promoting posi¬ 
tive relationships, want to 
equip students with the 
resources they need to 
stand up to bullying. 

“In Canadian play¬ 
grounds it is estimated 
that bullying takes place 
every 7.5 minutes and the 
impact of those actions is 
both damaging and long 
lasting,” said Dr. Debra Pe- 
pler, distinguished re¬ 
search professor of 
psychology, York Universi¬ 
ty and scientific co-direc-

PREVNet is especially 
interested in the role of 
bystanders in bullying sit¬ 
uations. Research by the 
organization indicates 


that bullying typically oc¬ 
curs in front of an audi¬ 
ence of peers who have 
the power to either stop or 
prolong the bullying 
episode based on their ac¬ 
tions. In the majority of 
cases, when bystanders do 
intervene in bullying situ¬ 
ations, bullying stops 
within 10 seconds. PRE¬ 
VNet is keen to encourage 
kids to stand up to bully¬ 
ing by offering the follow¬ 
ing suggestions for 
students who witness bul¬ 
lying behaviour: 

Assertively, but not ag¬ 
gressively, tell the child or 
youth who is bullying to 
stop. 

Give attention and sup¬ 
port to the child who is 
victimized. 



Students should tell a 
responsible adult if they 
see an incident of bully¬ 
ing, for example, a parent, 
teacher, coach, or group 
leader. 

Pepler, is aware that for 
many children, con¬ 
fronting bullying behav¬ 
iour when they see it can 
be difficult. “These strate¬ 
gies are a challenge and I 
would encourage parents 
and teachers to discuss 
and rehearse these strate¬ 
gies with their children. It

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Torres’ hat trick 
downs Oilers 


O Former Oiler scores game-winner for 
Canucks with third goal of the night 



Raffi Torres had the hat 
trick against his former 
team yesterday as the Van¬ 
couver Canucks withstood 
a late charge to beat the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers 4-3 and pick 
up their fourth straight 
win. 


Daniel Sedin also scored 
for the Canucks (6-3-2), who 
won for the first time on 
the road this season. Van¬ 
couver plays seven of its 
next eight away from 
home. 

Dustin Penner, Ryan 
Jones and Gilbert Brule 
replied for the Oilers (3-5-2), 
who have just one win in 
their last eight games after 
a 2-0 start. 

After Vancouver blew a 
three-goal lead, Torres com¬ 
pleted his hat trick with a 
no-loolc backhander that 
surprised Oilers netminder 
Nikolai Khabibulin with 
nine minutes to go in the 
third. 


The Canucks opened the 
scoring with a pair of goals 
just 32 seconds apart to go 
up 2-0 just past the mid¬ 
point of the first period. 

Sedin scored his eighth 
of the year on a long power- 
play tip-in past Khabibulin. 
Torres made it 2-0 after a 
diving play on a rebound 
off the board to chip a shot 
over the Edmonton goalie. 

Torres, who spent six 
seasons with the Oilers or¬ 
ganization, scored his sec¬ 
ond of the night with five 
minutes to go in the open¬ 
ing frame, tipping a Kevin 
Bielcsa shot past Khabibulin 
with the man advantage to 
make it 3-0. 

The Oilers finally got on 
the scoreboard nine min¬ 
utes into the second. An¬ 
drew Cogliano created a 
turnover behind the Van¬ 
couver net and Penner 
swung in front to beat 
Canucks goalie Roberto Lu- 
ongo. 

Edmonton cut the lead 
to a single goal four min¬ 
utes into the third as Zaclc 
Stortini put a shot on net. 
Jones kept digging at the 
loose puck in front until he 
slid it under Luongo to 
make it 3-2. The Oilers then 
tied the game two minutes 
later as Brule took a feed 
from Cogliano and un¬ 
leashed a slapshot that 
blew past the Vancouver 
goalie.

OFFENSIVE 
HELP A BOON 
FORHEMSKY 

There's a lot of weight coming off right-winger 
Ales Hemsky's shoulders this year and it’s not 
just because they are surgically repaired. 


o, after several seasons of 
trips to the IR and watching 
his dazzling playmaking 
skills go to waste, the Czech 
Republic native can now 
look at the players surround¬ 
ing him in Edmonton and smile. 

Sure, the Oilers are still bringing up the 
rear in the Northwest Division, but at 
least they’re doing it in style, which 
should be some comfort to Hemsky. 

With eight points in his first nine 
games, Hemsky isn’t quite on pace for his 
best season ever — he rang up 77 points 
the year of that 2005-06 Cinderella run to 
the Stanley Cup final — but he’s veiy 
close. Within the margin of error, for 
sure. And now he is protected, in an offen¬ 
sive sense, by swift youngsters on multi¬ 
ple lines. 

And while Taylor Hall, Jordan Eberle 
and Magnus Paajarvi have all made their 
marks on the scoresheet, it’s that slightly 
older young crew that bolsters the equa¬ 
tion. Sam Gagner, for one, is Hemsky’s 
centre and is back producing at a pace 
more in line with the rookie who dazzled 
Edmonton back in 2007-08. 


At the NHL draft in Los Angeles this 
summer, I talked to former Oiler Paul Cof¬ 
fey, who pointed to Gagner and Andrew 
Cogliano as players who were due for a 
bump in responsibility now that they 
were no longer “the kids” on the team. 

“I expect them to have great years,” 
Coffey said. 

“They’re going to be the so-called veter¬ 
ans and they’ll need to help Hall and Eber¬ 
le out. They’re not going to have that 
leniency of being the young guys any¬ 
more.” 

A balanced attack helps Hemsky out so 
much, particularly since Paajarvi looks 
like a Hemsky-in-training with his speed 
and playmaking creativity. 

With a good start already checked off, 
now the goal for Hemsky is to stay 
healthy, something that has eluded him 
for quite a while. 

In fact, the smooth operator hasn’t 
suited up for a full 82 games his entire ca¬ 
reer, missing 10 or more games in three of 
the past four seasons. 

If he can overcome his bad luck in that 
department, his true offensive ceiling will 
be realized this year.

A "big Mini" sounds as con¬ 
tradictory as "jumbo 
shrimp," but here it is. 

The new Mini Cooper 
Countryman will be the 
first all-wheel-drive- 
optional four-door model 
to wear the automaker’s 
winged crest when it ar¬ 
rives in early 2011. 

It will also be the 
biggest. 

Yet when compared to 
any other similar-sized 
sport utility vehicles on 
the market (say the Honda 
Element or upcoming Nis¬ 
san Juke and Mitsubishi 
RVR), the Countryman will 
still be the smallest of this 
funky bunch. 

Luckily, small doesn't 


mean crowded or 
cramped, which is how tall 
folks are made to feel 
when climbing aboard or 
extricating themselves 
from the basic Mini or 
even the extended-length 
Clubman. 

The Countryman is 
about 15 centimetres taller 
than its siblings and is also 
10 centimetres wider for 
added shoulder and elbow 
room. 

The rear doors are gen¬ 
erously proportioned, al¬ 
lowing easy access for two 
adults perched atop flat¬ 
folding bucket seats. 

A three-place rear 
bench will reportedly be a 
no-cost option. 

Opening the big rear 
hatch accesses a decent¬ 
sized storage compart¬ 
ment. 


With the back seats 
folded, there’s about 25 
per cent more capacity 
than you’ll find inside a 
Mini Clubman. 

Both rows are divided 
by a full-length console 
that Mini refers to as a 
"Centre Rail." 

Here, the cupholders, 
USB plug-in ports (for your 
portable music player) and 
arm rest slide fore and aft 
along aluminum tracks 

Each back seat can be 
adjusted forward or back 
up to 13 centimetres, 
whether you need to max 
out passenger leg room or 
cargo space. 

The control panel will 
be familiar to anyone who 
has been in a Mini, espe¬ 
cially the large circular dis¬ 
play pod in the middle of 
the dash that contains the 


speedometer, fuel gauge, 
audio controls and the op¬ 
tional navigation system. 

The higher output John 
Cooper Works package 
that’s optional on the Mini 
Cooper S and Mini Club¬ 
man S won’t be available 
— at least initially —for 
the Countryman, but a 
Sport option with a low¬ 
ered ride height (for im¬ 
proved handling) and 
unique wheels will be of¬ 
fered. 

This type of variety is 
just what the Countryman 
needs to reach a wider au¬ 
dience than either the 
Cooper or Clubman. 

With more size, room, 
seating and all-wheel-drive 
capability, it is, quite liter¬ 
ally, a big step in a whole 
new direction to become a 
Mini for the masses.

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Vegetables: The future of automobiles?

Mom always said to eat 
your vegetables; they’re vi¬ 
tal ingredients in anyone’s 
diet. Packed with vitamins, 
minerals and fibre, they 
provide the stuff that keeps 
a body going. 

But Mom could never 
have known how impor¬ 
tant veggies — or more 
specifically, vegetable fibre 
— would one day become 
to keep people going in an¬ 
other way: through the 


movement of automobiles. 

Car parts made with 
plant-based “bio-compos- 
ite” materials are finding 
favour with automakers for 
their light weight, 
strength, durability and 
competitive costs of pro¬ 
duction, compared with 
traditional compounds 
made with man-made glass 
fibres and petrochemicals 
derived from oil. 

Bio-composites have 
been around since the 
1920s, when Henry Ford 
built prototype car compo¬ 
nents — including dash¬ 
boards, door panels and 
passenger compartment 
parts — out of hemp-de¬ 
rived plastics. 

As the industry overall 


adopts an attitude of sus¬ 
tainability in manufactur¬ 
ing and in the products it 
makes, veggie-based bio¬ 
composites are taking on 
newfound importance 
across the industry. 

The parts are not made 
from raw vegetables; in¬ 
stead, their fibres and 


chemicals are broken down 
at microscopic levels and 
reformed into usable com¬ 
pounds. 

Scientists say bio-com¬ 
posites are, pound-for- 
pound, stronger than steel 
and are lighter and cheaper 
to produce than traditional 
petroleum-based plastics. 


“A car made mostly of 
heated, treated and mold¬ 
ed bio-fibre would simply 
be buried at the end of its 
lifetime,” Lawrence T. 
Drzal of Michigan State 
University’s Composite Ma¬ 
terials and Structures Cen¬ 
tre said, “and would be 
consumed naturally by 
bacteria.” 

Working with academic 
researchers and one of its 
suppliers, the Ford Motor 
Company is the first au¬ 
tomaker to develop and use 
environmentally friendly 
wheat-straw-reinforced 
plastic in a vehicle. 

A “hemp-infused” bio¬ 
composite bodied electric 
car concept, called the 
Kestrel, was recently un¬ 


veiled in Calgary, by Motive 
Industries Inc. The compa¬ 
ny says that its manufactur¬ 
ing techniques will allow 
the vehicle to be made 
profitably at smaller initial 
volumes than traditional 
vehicles. 

Motive president 

Nathan Armstrong said a 
major advantage to using 
advanced composites ver¬ 
sus metal are increased im¬ 
pact absorption, rust 
resistance and reduced 
weight. 

Where a steel-stamped 
vehicle will absorb impact 
by crumpling under pres¬ 
sure, “a composite vehicle 
will absorb the energy, 
then return to its original 
shape.”

A total of 144 vehi¬ 
cles representing 
48 specific name¬ 
plates participated 
last week in what has 
come to be known as AJAC 
TestFest. 

Some went home with 
frayed tires, bug splats, 
and empty tanks. Others 
went home with all that — 
plus hardware proclaiming 
them as “class winners.” 

See the side bar for the 
full list of first-prize win¬ 
ners. 

But if you’re having a 
temporaiy bout of ADD 
right this minute, allow 
me to quickly summa¬ 
rize... 

GM walked away with 
three wins — all in “car” 
classes (Chevrolet Craze, 
Buiclc Regal, Cadillac CST- 
V), signaling it’s definitely 
on track to wean itself 
from pickup track and 
SUV dependency. 

Ford had two wins. The 
Canadian-built Ford Edge, 
redesigned for 2011 with a 
nifty new infotainment in¬ 
terface, beat out the all- 
new Jeep Grand Cherokee 
(no slouch either). 

Fiesta also won its class, 
but was in tough with Maz- 
da2, with which it shares 
much engineering and 
chassis bits. 

VW also won two class¬ 
es: Touareg was pro¬ 
claimed Best SUV Over 
$50K, while Jetta TDI drove 
away with Best Family Car 
under $30,000 honours, 
edging out another great 
new entry, the Hyundai 
Sonata. 


Two iconic German 
nameplates, BMW 5 Series 
and Porsche 911 (in the 
heady Turbo S guise) up¬ 
held their reputations, 
with wins in Luxury Car 
and Prestige Car, respec¬ 
tively. 

Toyota Sienna and Hon¬ 
da Odyssey had the Best 
New Minivan class to 
themselves this year. The 
Sienna prevailed. 

Hyundai’s dramatic re¬ 
design of Tucson won a 
squeaker over the equally 
all-new Kia Sportage, in 
the Best New SUV/CUV 
($35K-$50K) class. 

As you can tell by how 
many times we’ve already 
used the words “Best New,” 
to be eligible for the com¬ 
petition vehicles have to 
be completely new or sub¬ 
stantially redesigned from 
previous years. 

The term “Test Fest” was 
quickly adopted as a way 
to short form the AJAC 
process, because the 
process is complicated. But 
it is also extremely thor¬ 
ough, and unbiased (voters 
culled from multiple me¬ 
dia outlets).

Despite its name, all¬ 
wheel-drive (AWD) is very 
seldom all four wheels 
driving the car equally. 

In many cases, especial¬ 
ly on lower-priced AWD ve¬ 
hicles, torque - the 
engine’s power - is distrib¬ 
uted between the front 
and rear axles. 

A more sophisticated 
system can also further dis¬ 
tribute it between individ¬ 
ual wheels, as it does with 
Nissan’s torque vectoring 
system. It’s found on the 
all-new Juke crossover, 
where the company says 
it’s the only car in its seg¬ 
ment with such a feature. 

“Not only does it split 
torque up to 50/50 be¬ 
tween the front and rear 
wheels for additional trac¬ 
tion, it can also split side- 
to-side across the rear axle, 
up to 50 percent on either 
side,” says Rui Nunes, man¬ 
ager, chief marketing man¬ 
ager for Nissan Canada. 
“This results in improved 
vehicle stability, cornering 
and overall performance.” 

Front-wheel-drive ve¬ 
hicles power the front 
wheels only; the engine 
and transmission are not 
connected to the rear 
wheels, which are “pulled 
along” by the front ones. 
In an AWD vehicle, a shaft 
runs lengthwise under the 
car to the rear wheels to 
send power to them. The 
AWD Juke initially powers 
its front wheels only, until 
the driver hits a switch to 
engage the all-wheel sys¬ 
tem. From there, the vehi¬ 
cle’s sensors constantly 
monitor it.
